Bethany  Hospital  and  the  Fisk  Bible  Training  School. 

We  record  with  pleasure  the  increased  prosperity  of  the  hospital  and 
the  establishment  of  the  Fisk  Bible  Training  School,  within  the  bounds  of 
our  conference. 

The  hospital  year  closed  February  28th,  revealing  the  following  facts : 
The  number  admitted  and  treated  was  654,  an  increase  over  preceeding 
j^earof  222.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  is  $15,875.88.  There  are  engaged 
in  the  work  thirty  persons,  an  increase  of  seven.  The  medical  and  surgical 
staffs  have  been  greatly  strengthened  and  we  can  give  them  our  hearty  en- 
dorsement. 

We  hereby  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  Rev.  T.  H.  James,  who  has  so 
generously  contributed  to  our  needs.  His  magnificent  gift  consisting  of  the 
new  hospital  building  is  appreciated  more  than  words  can  tell,  and  his 
pledges  for  the  future  fill  us  with  hope  and  good  cheer. 

We  hereby  pledge  our  charges  to  the  support  of  this  blessed  work  and 
cordially  invite  representatives  from  the  hospital  and  school  to  our  fields 
of  labor  and  will  support  this  work  as  the  Lord  prospers  us.  We  will  en- 
deavor to  take  a  collection  during  this  conference  year  for  the  support  of 
this  work.

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Pastoral  Address. 

To  tlie  Members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopfil  Church  in  the  Kiws.-is  Confer- 
ence, (Sreetin<>-: 

After  aiiotliei-  year  of  labor  with  you  for  the  Kiugdom  of  God,  we  nend 
you  this,  our  pastoral  address,  as  fellow  workers  in  a  common  cause.  As 
ministers  of  Christ,  we  have  relied  on  you,  during  these  months  past,  as  the 
human  agency'"  by  which  the  gospel  which  we  preach  may  be  effectual  in 
winning  men  to  Christ,  in  turning  them  from  sin  and  Satan  unto  God.  To 
whatever  extent  success  has  crowned  our  labors  it  has  been  due,  under  God, 
to  the  fidelity  of  the  membership  of  the  church.  Without  your  presence  in 
the  class  meeting,  the  prayer  meeting,  and  the  place  of  public  worship,  with- 
out your  good  example  in  the  walks  of  daily  life,  our  preaching  is  in  vain. 
Do  you  wonder  then  that  with  thanksgiving  for  the  grace  God  has  given 
you  in  the  past,  we  urge  you  still  to  constant  fidelity,  to  renewed  consecra- 
tion ^  and  to  greater  effort  ? 

The  dawn  of  another  century  is  at  hand.  We  can  make  it  memorable 
through  the  coming  years  for  great  results  accomplished  and  distinguished 
for  grace  bestowed.  To  be  equal  to  the  great  opportunities  now  before  us, 
we  ask  you  to  tarry  at  the  mercy  seat  until  you  receive  the  God-given  wit- 
ness of  power  to  do  the  work  given  to  you.  As  your  pastors,  and  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  we  recognize  the  value  of  the  gospel  as  the  power  of  God  for 
the  salvation  of  men,  and,  too,  we  feel  our  responsibility  as  the  messengers 
of  God.  And  while  we  do,  w^e  believe  your  responsibilitj^  equals  ours.  You 
come  in  contact  with  men  as  we  do  not.  You  have  a  leverage  of  power,  by 
virtue  of  your  business  and  acquisition  of  wealth,  whereby  jou  may  help  to 
save  the  world. 

Be  loyal  in  your  support  of  every  laudable  effort  looking  to  the  building- 
up  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church  and  the  saving  of  the  lost.  Remember 
the  vows  taken  upon  you  and  be  not  content  until  yours  is  an  ideal  chris- 
tian life  that  preaches  Jesus  every  day. 

Keep  the  fires  burning  brightly  upon  your  family  altars.  Supply  your 
homes  with  church  papers  and  good  books,  such  as  shall  give  a  good, 
healthy  tone  to  the  home  life.  Secure  the  youth  and  children  in  attendance 
for  public  worship,  helping  to  create  a  love  for  the  house  of  God  and  divine 
worship. 

In  this  brief  way  we  urge  upon  you  a  "closer  walk  with  God.''  That 
He  bestow  upon  us  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  power.  W^e  ever 
pray  heaven's  blessings  upon  you  through  life  and  at  last,  with  shouts  of 
victory,  Ave  may  come  bringing  our  sheaves  with  us  to  meet  our  liappy  re- 
ward. 

Reforms. 

The  Decalogue  and  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  form  an  impregnable  basis 
and  infallible  standard  for  all  true  reforms.  And  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  power  adequate  to  build  human  character  on  thirj 
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foundation  and  bring  human  conduct  to  this  standard.  We,  therefore,  offer 
the  Gospel  as  the  only  solution  of  all  labor  problems,  and  social  relations, 
and  the  conservator  of  all  that  is  best  for  the  individual,  for  society,  and 
for  the  government;  and  we  declare  withthelate  Frances  E.  Willard,  "That 
nothing  but  the  Golden  Rule  of  Jesus  will  bring  the  golden  age  of  man."  We 
exhort  our  ministers  and  members  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  uphold  and 
sustain  the  Bible  standard  of  the  Sabbath,  and  make  it  indeed  a  Holy  day, 
and  not  a  holiday  for  mere  recreation  and  amusement. 

We  congratulate  and  thank  Dr.  Iliff  and  our  brethren  in  the  West  for 
the  gallant  fight  and  glorious  victory  they  have  won  in  not  permitting  the 
polygamous  Roberts  of  Utah  to  take  a  seat  in  our  National  Congress. 

We  hail  with  joy  the  fact  that  the  circulation  of  impure  literature  has 
been  put  under  the  ban  of  our  postal  laws,  and  that  so  many  states  have 
passed  law^s  forbidding  the  sale  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  to  minors,  and 
are  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  special  educational  and  reform  work  now 
being  prosecuted  by  the  Anti-Cigarette  League. 

Twentieth  Century  Thank  Offering. 

1.  We  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Conference  Twentieth  Century 
Commission  consisting  of  the  Presiding  Elder,  one  minister  and  two  laymen 
from  each  district;  the  three  latter  to  be  named  by  the  Presiding  Elder. 

2,  We  recommend  that  Local  Twentieth  Century  Committees  be  organ- 
ized in  each  society  consisting  of  the  pastor  and  two  laymen. 

3,  Donors  may  name  the  objects  to  which  their  gifts  shall  be  devoted; 
while  all  undesignated  funds  may  be  distributed  as  follows:  Twenty-five 
per  cent,  to  Superannuated  Preachers  Fund;  Twenty-five  per  cenb.  to  Beth- 
any Hospital ;  and  fifty  per  cent,  to  Baker  University. 

4.  We  approve  President  Murlin's  "Long  Roll "  of  the "  Gate-keepers  of 
the  Twentieth  Century,"  an  effort  to  secure  20,000  friends  who  will  con- 
tribute five  dollars  each  as  a  Twentieth  Century  Gift  to  Baker  University. 
Twenty  per  cent,  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  New  Building  Fund  and 
eighty  per  cent,  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund. 

Temperance. 

Whereas:  The  liquor  traffic  is  the  greatest  evil  in  our  state  and 
nation,  defyingall  law  and  morality,  controling  many  of  ournational,  state 
and  municipal  authorities,  therefore, 

Resolved,  ^rst:  That  w^hich  debauches  men,  beggars  children,  brings 
wives,  mothers  and  sisters  in  sorrow  to  the  grave,  and  too  often  drives 
them  to  infamy  and  is  largely  responsible  for  all  crimes  committed,  ought 
not  to  exist  among  a  liberty  loving  people. 

Resolved,  second:  That  we  deplore  the  continuance  of  the  Army  Can- 
teen by  the  National  Administration  in  opposition  to  the  action  of  Congress 
and  the  moral  sentiment  of  all  true  American  citizens.  We  furthermore  in- 
dorse the  action  of  Congressman  Bowersock  in  his  effort  to  banish  the  Can- 
toon  forever  from  the  army. 
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Resolved,  thh'd  :  That  Ave  call  npou  all  christian  peo])le  to  organize 
to  fight  the  demon  rum,  and  regardless  of  party,  positively  to  refuse  know- 
ingly to  vote  for  any  man  who  favors  re-submission,  high  license  or  who 
uses  intoxicants  as  a  beverage. 

If  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  equal  all  the  miseries  of  war,  pestilence 
and  famine,  then  no  christian  citizen  can  be  true  to  God  and  in  any  way  aid 
in  the  election  of  officers  who  will  in  any  sense  uphold  the  liquor  traffic 
without  aiding  and  abetting  the  evils  incident  thereto. 

Resolved:  That  we  urge  our  next  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas to  authorize  the  Govenor  by  an  act  of  legislature  to  appoint  a  State 
Temperance  Commissioner  to  assist  the  local  authorities  in  a  more  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  prohibitory  law. 

Education. 

Next  to  the  purely  spiritual  interests  of  the  church,  we  regard  its  educa- 
tional interests  of  paramount  importance.  The  coiiversion  of  men  and  wo- 
men and  their  education  in  all  knowledge  constitutes  the  chief  task  of  the 
church.  We  sympathize  heartily  with  the  impulse  which  has  been  awakened 
in  the  hearts  of  the  Methodist  people  as  we  pass  from  the  old  century  into 
the  new,  to  prosecute  with  rekindled  zeal  the  work  of  evangelization  and 
to  greatly  strengthen  our  institutions  of  learning.  We  commend  to  the 
sympathy  and  practical  support  of  all  our  ministers  and  people  this  Twen- 
tieth Century  movement,  which  proposes  to  the  church  such  noble  and  in- 
spiring objects. 

The  Educational  Society.— We  endorse  again  and  pledge  our  support 
to  the  Educational  society.  We  note  with  great  satisfaction  the  influence 
of  this  society,  through  the  agency  of  the  University  Senate,  in  more  com- 
pletely unifying  our  educational  work  and  in  raising  the  standards  of  schol- 
arship and  the  educational  ideals  of  our  schools.  We  urge  upon  pastors 
and  churches  the  importance  of  a  faithful  and  enthusiastic  observance  of 
Children's  day. 

We  sincerely  believe  that  special  training  in  theological  schools  is  bene- 
ficial to  those  who  expect  to  give  their  lives  to  the  ministry. 

We  suggest  that  the  English  Bible  be  given  a  more  prominent  place  in 
the  curriculum. 

We  nominate  as  visitors  the  following  persons:  For  Garrett,  M.  E. 
Goddard  and  H.  D.  Fisher;  DreAv,  J.  M.  Mason ;  Boston,  C.  F.Reisner;  Den- 
ver, J.  L.  Miller. 

Baker  University.— We  rejoice  in  the  good  news  that  the  interest-bear- 
ing debt  is  paid;  that  that  the  non-interest  bearing  debt  has  been  reduced 
from  13,700  to  $2,700;  that  one-half  the  money  needed  for  the  Li- 
brary Building  is  in  hand  and  that  conditional  gifts  have  been  received  ag- 
gregating one-half  the  amount  needed  for  a  gymnasium. 

We  recommend  that  the  apportionment  for  the  ensuing  year  be  |6,000, 
or  an  average  of  25  cents  per  member,  and  that  at  least  one-third  of  the 
collection  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  before  Juno  1st 
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aud  one-third  not  later  than  December  1st;  that  each  presiding  elder  ap- 
point two  brethren  who,  without  salary,  under  his  direction,  shall  assist 
pastors  in  looking  after  the  educational  interests  of  his  district;  that  we 
approve  the  request  of  the  joint  committee  that  the  professors  spend  atleast 
one-half  their  vacation  visiting  the  charges  in  the  interest  of  the  Univer- 
sity; that  the  board  of  trustees  continue  President  Murlin  in  his  present 
field  work. 

We  recommend  for  trustees :  E.  C.  Smith,  to  succeed  E.Gill,  resigned; 
Joab  Mulvane,  to  succed  Joseph  Dennison,  deceased;  E.  L.  Barnes,  to  suc- 
ceed L,  R. Elliot, deceased ;  A.  B.Seelye,  to  succeed  L.  K.  Billingsley, resigned; 
J.  M.  Miller  and  J.  M.  Sullivan,  to  succeed  themselves.  As  visitors,  we  recom- 
mend Dr.  J.  T.  McFarland,  the  presiding  elders  and  the  educational  secre- 
taries whom  they  shall  appoint. 

We  have  the  request  of  the  Alumni  Association,  asking  the  privilege  of 
nominating  a  trustee  every  two  years,  so  that  one-fourth  of  that  body  shall 
consist  of  those  chosen  by  this  Association.  We  recommend  that,  begin- 
ning with  next  year,  the  Association  be  asked  to  present  two  names  every 
two  years,  from  which  the  conference  may  select  a  trustee;  provided  that 
their  nominations  may  be  chosen  from  former  students  who  did  not  gradu- 
ate, as  well  as  from  alumni;  and  provided  that  the  number  of  graduates 
and  former  students  may  not  exceed  one-fourth  the  membership  of  the 
board. 

Book  Concern. 

In  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  Western  Methodist  Book  Concern  we 
rejoice  over  its  success.  We  believe  the  book  concern  to  be  a  great  blessing 
to  the  church,  and  recommend  that  our  people  give  it  their  loyal  support, 
using  our  own  literature  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  We  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  having  a  strong  denominational  paper  and  we  urge  our  pastors 
to  a  greater  loyalty  to  the  Central  Christian  Advocate,  and  that  they  place 
a  copy  in  every  Methodist  home. 

Benevolences. 

We  rejoice  that  our  Missionary  and  Church  Extension  debts  have  been 
paid,  and  that  $50,000  has  been  paid  on  our  |200,000  debt  on  the  Freed- 
man's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society. 

1 .  We  congratulate  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  on  the  remarkable 
success  of  its  work . 

2.  That  our  country,  with  rapidly  increasing  population  and  new 
territorial  additions,  will  continue  to  need  church  extension,  and  that  our 
church  by  strengthening  this  work  will  increase  its  own  power. 

3.  That  we  as  a  conference  will  pay  our  proper  share  to  church  exten- 
sion, until  every  community  shall  have  a  house  of  worship. 

4.  That  we  will  co-operate  in  securing  Twentieth  Century  Thank  Offer- 
ings for  church  extension  to  the  amount  of  |1, 000,000. 

5.  That  we  will  present  the  cause  of  church  extension  in  all  onr 
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churches,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  amount  asked,  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  of  our  dicipline.  We  pledge  ourselves  to  take  one  collection  for  the 
Freedman's  Aid  and  Southern  Educational  Society  and  rejoice  that  our  col- 
lection this  year  for  this  cause  is  in  a^dvance  of  last  year. 

We  believe  that  the  literature  for  the  Sunday  Schools  published  by 
our  own  Book  Concern,  is  the  best  that  can  be  obtained,  and  should  be 
used  in  every  Sunday  School. 

We  recommend  that  our  pastors  avail  themselves  of  the  liberal  offer  of 
the  Tract  Society  which  provides  free  tracts  for  every  preacher  who  will 
make  application.  In  as  much  as  the  Tract  Society  needs  $50,000  per 
annum  in  order  to  carry  on  its  work,  we  urge  that  this  collection  be  taken 
in  all  our  charges.

Memoirs. 


Rev.  Joseph  Denison  was  born  in  Bernardston,  Franklin  county,  Mass., 
Oct.  1,  1815.  He  was  educated  at  Wilbraham  Academy  and  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity, Middletown,  Conn.,  and  graduated  in  1840. 

From  1840  to  1843  he  taught  Latin  and  Greek  in  Ameuia  Seminary, 
N.  Y.  Among  his  students,  whose  characters  he  helped  to  mould,  were 
Geo.  J.  Seney,  the  eminent  financier  and  educational  benefactor;  Alexander 
AVinchell,  who  became  famous  for  his  geological  and  biological  researches, 
and  Rev.  Albert  S.  Hunt,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  the  secretary  of  the  American 
Bible  Society. 
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He  was  converted  when  a  boy  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  and  continued  a  faithful,  honored  member  thereof  until  he  exchanged 
the  church  militant  for  the  church  triumphant. 

He  was  admitted  into  the  New  England  conference  in  1843,  and  served 
at  Newton,  Upper  Falls,  Ipswick,  Lynn,  Maiden,  Holliston  and  Boston. 

In  1855,  when  the  conflict  between  the  pro-Slavery  and  Free  State  par- 
ties began  in  Kansas  Territory,  Dr.  Denison  came  to  help  make  with  voice 
and  vote  this  state  forever  free. 

With  a  company  of  pioneers  from  New  England  he  settled  in  the  vicinity 
of  Manhattan.  Since  that  time  his  life  has  been  interwoven  with  the  his- 
tory of  this  commonwealth. 

He  was  transferred  from  the  New  England  to  the  Missouri  Conference  in 

1855,  and  when  the  Kansas  Conference,  including  Nebraska,  was  formed,  he 
assisted  in  its  organization.    He  was  appointed  to  Manhattan  charge  in 

1856,  to  Fort  Riley  in  1857,  to  Manhattan  again  in  1858,  and  from  1859 
to  1862  he  was  presiding  elder  of  the  Manhattan  district.  In  1863  he  be- 
came president  of  Bluemont  College,  and  from  1864  to  1873,  president  of 
the  State  Agricultural  College.  From  1873  to  1879,  he  was  president  of 
Baker  University.  He  re-entered  the  pastorate  and  was  stationed  m  Hol- 
ton  in  1879  and  1880.  In  1881  to  1884  in  Valley  Falls.  From  1884  to 
1888  he  was  presiding  elder  of  the  Atchison  district.  In  1892  he  served  Te- 
cumseh,  to  which  Oakland  was  attached  during  1890. 

In  1893  he  was  superannuated  and  has  remained  in  that  relation  until 
he  closed  his  earthly  career.  These  years  have  been  spent  in  Oakland,  in 
New  Mexico,  m  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  in  Manhattan,  with  loving  kindred  and 
friends  who  made  the  eventide  of  life  pleasant  and  enjoyable.  He  was  one 
year  secretary  of  the  conference,  and  assistant  another  year.  He  was  twice 
elected  to  the  General  conference,  in  1864  and  1880.  In  1865  he  received 
the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  McKendree  College.  He  was  one  of  the  charter 
members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  and  attended  all  its  sessions  ex- 
cept the  last. 

He  was  married  July  8,  1845,  to  Miss  Sarah  J.  Woodruff,  of  Litchfield, 
Conn.,  who  died  Aug.  1,  1858.  He  married  Nov.  21,  1859,  Mrs.  Frances  A. 
Dennis,  of  Baldwin  City,  Kansas.  He  was  the  father  of  nine  children,  five 
of  whom  preceded  him  to  the  heavenly  home.  He  passed  peacefully  away 
at  the  residence  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  Dr.  Goodnow,  in  Manhattan,  February 
19,  1900. 

By  his  request,  his  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Dearborn 
in  the  M.  E.  church  at  Manhattan  on  the  22d  of  February.  The  discourse 
was  founded  on  Phil.  1:21-3.  Rev.  E.  Gill,  Rev.  M.  E.  Goddard  Dr.  Mur- 
lin,  president  of  Baker  University,  and  neighboring  pastors  participated  in 
the  funeral  services. 


Rev.  Erastus  Chalmer  Chilson  died  at  his  home  near  Centralia,  Kans., 
January,  1900.  He  was  received  on  trial  at  Baldwin  in  1866.  His  first 
appointment  was  Junction  City.    His  subsequent  appointments  were  as 
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followH:  Saliiia,  one  year;  Washiiio-toii,  one  year ;  Circleville,  three  years; 
Clyde,  two  years ;  Sabetha,  one  year.  In  1875,  because  of  unsatisfactory 
healtli,  he  was  transferred  to  Ilocky  Mountain  conference,  and  in  the  follow- 
ing year  he  was  transferred  again  to  the  Kansas  conference,  and  superan- 
nuated. He  has  since  lived  near  Centralia,  most  of  the  time  in  great  feeble- 
ness of  both  mind  and  body.  During  much  of  this  period  he  was  not  able 
to  attend  church  or  any  of  the  public  means  of  grace,  yet  he  was  constantly 
interested  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  cherished  a  loving  regard  for  his  breth- 
ren in  the  conference.  He  was  a  soldier  of  the  Uni  jn  during  the  Civil  war, 
and  his  sufferings  resulted  largely  from  his  army  service.  He  was  allowed 
a  ])ension  about  1897,  and  his  first  act  was  to  make  a  generous  contribu- 
tion to  the  benevolences  of  the  church,  and  his  ability  to  do  this  seemed  to 
afford  him  great  satisfaction.  Our  brother  has  passed  along  the  way  of 
great  affliction  to  the  rest  above,  leaving  to  his  family  and  to  the  church 
the  heritage  of  a  good  name. 


Charlotte  F.  Hedges,  wife  of  C.  N.  Riggle,  died  in  the  parsonage  in 
Eskridge,  Dec.  31,  1899.  She  was  born  in  Washington,  Pa.,  March  9,1849. 
She  was  converted  and  united  with  the  M.  E.  church  when  about  ten  years 
of  age  and  remained  in  its  fellowship  to  the  close  of  her  life. 

In  1870  she  became  the  wife  of  Kev.  C.  N.  Higgle.  About  one  year  ago 
Mrs.  Riggle  was  taken  with  lagrippe,  from  which  she  never  fully  recovered. 
Her  last  days  were  full  of  suffering  but  her  religious  experience  was  so  bright 
and  her  faith  so  strong  that  she  never  once  murmured  or  complained.  She 
passed  out  of  this  life  with  the  close  of  the  old  year  and  entered  her  eternal 
home  with  the  dawn  of  the  new. 

On  Saturday  night  before  her  decease,  she  i-equested  her  husband  to 
pray  the  dear  Lord  to  take  her  home,  saying  that  her  Avoi-k  on  earth  was 
done  and  she  was  ready  to  go. 

On  Sunday  morning  she  joined  with  her  husband  in  repeating  the 
23d  psalm  and  prayed  the  Lord  to  bless  them  and  their  family,  to  keep 
them  and  bring  them  all  home.  She  rested  quietly  through  the  Sabbath, 
holding  blessed  fellowship  in  the  Lord.  So  ended  a  beautiful  life  of  trust  in 
Jesus  and  work  in  His  name. 


Mrs.  Angeline  Roberts,  wife  of  Rev.  J.  0.  Roberts,  of  the  Kansas  Con- 
ference of  the  M.  E.  church,  was  born  in  Centerville,  Ohio,  April  13,  1825, 
and  died  at  the  residence  of  her  son,  and  only  living  child,  situated  on  West 
Mt.  Oread,  Lawrence,  Kansas,  January  27,  1900,  aged  74  years,  9  months 
and  17  days. 

Angeline  Jones  was  converted  to  God  and  joined  the  church  ou  Union 
circuit,  Ohio  Conference,  in  1840,  and  continued  a  devoted  member  of  her 
church  until  her  departure  to  "be  with  Christ."  On  December  20, 1844,  she 
was  married.  In  her  married  life  was  evermore  exemplified  Pro  v.  31 : 11 : 
"The  heart  of  her  husband  doth  safely  trust  in  her."    With  her  husband 
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and  family,  she  emigrated  to  Kansas.  They  had  scarcely  arrived  at  her 
Kansas  home,  until  her  husband  was  called  to  an  important  charge,  fol- 
lowed by  others,  among  them  Baldwin. 

In  all  those  charges  she  was  greatly  beloved,  and  was  her  husband's 
right  arm  of  power  in  his  ministry.  Her  presence  was  a  benediction  in 
church  and  social  circles.  The  poor  were  comforted  in  their  habitations  by 
her  bestowals.  Their  children  were  clothed  with  her  charities,  enabling 
them  to  attend  church  and  Sabbath  school.  Many  an  aching  head  and  fev- 
ered brow  blessed  her  ministering  hand.  Her  friends  in  Ohio  and  elsewhere 
may  be  assured  that  she  "  died  in  the  Lord ;  "  that  she  "rests  from  her  la- 
bors," and  that  her  "Avorks  do  follow  her."  Or  her  it  may  be  truly  said: 
"  Earth  is  poorer  for  her  loss  and  heaven  richer  for  her  gain."

Afternoon  Session. 

Called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  by  Chairman  E.  L.Barnes. 
Bro.  F'rederic  D.  Fuller  lead  in  prayer. 

Three  additional  delegates  reported,  making  total  enroll- 
ment of  101. 
Committee  on  resolutions  reported  as  follows : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  removal  of  the  Book  Depository  and 
the  Central  Christian  Advocate  from  St.  Louis  to  Kansas  City. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Conference  be  requested  to  elect  at  least 
one-half  of  the  Book  Committee  from  the  laity. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  imme'diate  admission  to  General  Con- 
ference of  all  properly  elected  provisional  delegates. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  favor  Christian  temperance;  that  we  favor  pro- 
hibition laws,  as  we  have  them,  as  the  best  method  yet  given  us  for  pro- 
moting temperance  and  suppressing  the  saloon. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  demand  that  state,  county  and  municipal  offi- 
cers should  enforce  all  laws  alike,  and  we  will  vote  for  no  man  for  such 
office  who  will  not  enforce  the  prohibition  laws,  as  well  as  other  laws. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  movement  for  celebrating 
May  1st  as  the  nineteenth  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  prohibition  in 
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Kansas,  and  recommend  that  each  member  of  this  conference  endeavor  to 
bring  the  matter  betoi-e  the  people  where  he  resides. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  protest  against  the  continuation  of  the  canteen 
in  the  army,  believing  the  Government  has  no  right  to  put  our  soldier  boys 
under  such  a  temptation  to  drink  in  a  saloon  endorsed  by  the  Government. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  efforts  made  to  do  away 
with  cruel  war  by  the  Peace  Conference  of  The  Hague. 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  call  to  fasting  and  prayer 
in  the  Bishops'  appeal,  trusting  that  by  such  means  the  windows  of  Heaven 
may  be  opened  and  such  a  blessing  of  power  given  thn  chu/x^h  that  she  may 
not  fail  to  gather  in  the  one  million  souls,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Twen- 
tieth Century. 

i  n.  Resolved,  That  Bethany  Hospital,  at  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  has 
our  cordial  sympathy  and  hearty  good  will,  and  we  rejoice  to  hear  of  its 
recent  good  fortune,  enabling  it  to  look  forward  to  greatly  enlarged  use- 
fulness in  the  future, 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  Kansas  Lay  Conference,  in  session  at  Kansas 
sas  City,  Kansas,  hereby  declares  itself  unreservedly  in  favor  of  a  high  and 
Methodist  education,  both  for  the  ministry  and  the  laity.  We  rejoice  in  the 
success  of  the  colleges  of  Methodism  throughout  the  nation  and  especially 
rejoice  in  the  success  of  Baker  University  during  the  past  year.  We  pledge 
ourselves  to  stand  faithfully  by  the  annual  Conference  in  whatever  action 
it  may  take  looking  toward  the  niising  of  funds  for  the  support  of  Baker 
University,  both  for  its  current  expenses  and  for  raising  a  permanent  fund. 
We  approve  the  action  heretofore  taken  for  the  raising  of  a  sum  equal,  on 
an  average,  to  twenty-five  cents  per  member;  and  we  recommend  that 
there  be  no  falling  off  in  the  standard  already  fixed,  and  will  aid  our  pas- 
tors in  their  efforts  to  extend  the  *'Long  Roll."
